DDS noted a planned demonstration by the Congress of Unrepresented 
People which may Involve pickets coming to Headquarters gates sometime 
between 6 and 9 August. The DCl suggested that adeqxmte reinforcements for 
the guards and Security staff be available. The group is protesting U.S. 
policy in Vietnam. DDS also noted that a member of the Civil Service Com- 
mission will bo coming to the Agency to review procedures for clinical testing.
